On Propaganda 

What follows il a tronilation of an ottlele printed seme time ago in "Houl- 
Poileur" — a French CoROdion weekly. Only the first part o( the article It re- 
printed here. 

In three words Stendhal enounced a human hereditary trait: 
"DIFFERENCE FOSTERS lUTE." 

We hate that which is not ourselves, the colour that is not ours, 
the accumulated total of habits that belong to others. Undoubtedly this 
hate for all that is foreign to us is the most far-reaching, primitive 
(fixed) state 'that wc may acknowledge and a state which dissappcars - 
immediately as soon as a f iist iign of evolution makes itself felt. 
Their Ideal Impased on All 

Hut, for all the unju.stness in the attitude of the hater of dissimi- 
larities, what are we to think of the counter attitude: what are wc to 
think of the one who would he forced to hate bhosc who without res- 
pite would impose on him the idea of DIFFERENCE while refusing to 
recognise it, tliose Who Avould load him with their needs and hopee, 
ncglc.-ling to observe what he i.s and to respcot his own necessary 
needs, those who, animated by an egoismi ithat they refuse to recognise, 
ore satisfied to imiwse an ideal man (theirs) for all men disregarding 
the unity of each individual. 

Some one comes ito me and says: ".Man is this and that, the needs 
of man arc this and that, your duty as a man is thert-iore this and 
that." If that someone had told me : "You are youiself, I am my^seIf, 
every person ii a self, suirting today let us consider (that the ideal 
man is the one that is himself," I would have gladly clasped thaï* 
someone's hand. 

He Can Only Understand his Self 

Hut since it is impo.-;.siblc for him to consider my SELF, since he 
can only undersUmd his self and his hopes, since the abstraction 
"man" is ntore in accord with lîis subjective taste than the realistic 
"one man", simce his unrealistic levelling enhance in my mind the real 
sensation of DIFFERENCE and dlisimilarities, then wouldn't I be 
justified in hating tliis someone. 

He Would Hate .Me 

And note: if the negation of all my u^lity' forced me to resist 
his molding touch wouldn't he start to .hate me himself. 

If lie realised that I am not another himself, that he was incapable 
to identify himself in me, if he realised that 1 am DIFFERENT when 
he liad trained himself to tihink that all men were similar, moreover 
if he found out that he couldn't use me to realise the program that 
he had conceived for the typi:al man, the only good one, then wouldn't 
every one of my actions wound him? Every one of my actions would 
establish 'his wrong and therefore meet with his severe criticism. He 
would hate me for my det<ls. I would hate him for his criticism. 
Difference Would Foster Hate 

Therefoie as in the case of the most intolerant primitive, differ- 
ence would foster hate. Why? Because It is neither more nor less Into- 
lerable to want to impose a similarity than to want to ertort a dissi- 
milarity. 

What I am driving at is this: the wrong is not in being dissimilar 
but in refusing to accept ns natural and progressive the multitude of 
difference. 

All Propagandists Sow Itnte 

It i.s a truism to say that advocaters of racialism and nationalism 
aie sowoi.s of hate. But the following conviction may surprise some: 
all i)ropiif!:andi.s,ts invspective of the height to which their presumed 
cause is dedicated aie sowers of hate.

I.en Orland, polticnl science 2, 
and ITob \yysGn, frcnch 3, debated 
the affirmative of the resolution:

co-existence between the Western 
l)owers anil Iho Soviet Bloc is pos- 
sible."

On the other hand, some 
of the drawings, particularly tlie 
standing nudes (1951) done in 
J* ^- 1 charcoal, are typical Matisse, and 
show how the artist, near the end 
of his life, was able to create a 
complete and very meaningful pic 
ture with only a few lines, 

From an inslructivc, rather 
than from an artistic view, the 
series of photograph» showing 
the successive stages in the crea- 
tion of the paintings, are very 



Interesting, for they do show 

clearly the development of the 
various contrasting forms which 
lead to the final balanced com- 
position. 

Sculptures 

Probably the Important thing 
about any art Is that It should 
create an emotion; that It should 
capture some true human feeling, 
and teach, or force, the viewer to 
respond with the same feeling. It 
is a sign of the success of Matisse 
that he docs this with many of his 
sculptures, 

"The Slave" of 1000-3 was in- 
fluenced by Rodin, and therefore 
is more realistic than most Matisse. 
Yet it does, by a subtle overempha- 
sis of line and muscle, bring out 
the sorrow and the pride and the 
humanity of the old slave it de- 
picts. I personally was very moved 
by this figure. 

In 1905, after exhibition at 
the Salon d'Automne, Matisse 
became the leader of a group of 
puintcrs who were christened 
the "Fiiuves" (wild I)ca.sts) for 
their distortion and violent 
colors. The same bent towards 
extremism is easily noticablc In 
his sculpture. Ills nudes of this 
period are contorted, and as Jean 
Cussou writes, "he developed 
towards simplification and ex- 
aggeration: he was drastic In 
what one would call his 'expres- 
sionism' ", The dynamic spirit of 
.Matisse can be felt in the sculp- 



tures of this period, and as Gas- 
sou says "the tendency to go to 
extremes and be a little barbaric 
(has) strange and exciting ré- 
sulte." 

Later Period 

Many of the later sculptures are 
more relaxed, and while they still 
show something of the typical dy- 
namic quality, they do seem to me 
less interesting. Some people say 
they developed as his genius de- 
veloped, and that they capture the 
easy indolence that Matisse was 
trying to depict. This may be so, 
but it is possible that they lose 
something of their might.

consist of the Executive Council, 
two representatives from Arts and 
Science and one representative 
from each of the following groups: 
Commerce, Engineering and Archi- 
tecture, Physical and Occupational 
Therapy, Physical Education and 
Social Work, Music and Library 
Science, Graduate Studies and 
Graduate , Nursing, and Medicine, 
Law and Dentistry. 

A brief defending the stand of 
the executive in wanting to stop 
payment of the $1.00 fee argues 
that the fee must be used for wo- 
men's facilities in the Union ac 
cording to the Women's Union 
constitution and that neither the 
McGill Union nor the SEC can 
show where the monj^paid have 
been used for their prescHbcd pur- 
pose. It adds that the only facility 
in the Union specifically for wo- 
men is the powder room and that 
the Women's' Union in 1940 pro 
Tided $3,000 for the establishment 
of said powder room. 

The brief also states that the 
Women's Union considers the chief 
use of the McGill Union by women 
is through their membership in the 
activities of ithe Students' Society 
and that the Women's Union does 
not consider itself liable for ex- 
penses incurred by the members of 
the Students' Society.
